Arch. You require things that are very harde and difficult. 


Latt. And whie hard and difficult dooth there need ſo great a 


iudgement fo2 this matter. Tell me J p2ap you, what warre is 
there lo iuſt, that a Ulickar of Jeſus Chꝛiſt ſhould take in hande 
againſt Chiiſtians , the members of one body, whoſe head is 


Chriſt and his Uickar, 


Arch, The Pope had great reaſons to take in hand this 


warre againſt the Emperoꝛ, one foꝛ that he would not firſt ſerke 
his freendſhip , and an other fo2 that he held by vlurpation the 
ſtate of Millan , hauing deſpoiled the Duke Frauncis Sforz a 
thereof, and the Pope ſeeing this feared another day he would do 
as much againſt him, taking from him allo his territozies of the 
Church: And therefoze with great Juſtice and reaſon did the 
Pope take Armes againſt the Emperour, aſwell to make him 
reſtoꝛe the Dutchie of Millane to the Duke; as alſo to aſſure 
the ſtate and territoꝛies ot the Church. 

Latt. I woonder that a man of ſo good iudgement as pou are, 
ſhould ſpeak a thing ſo far from teaſon as this, let vs ſee whether 
the Pope did this as the Gickar of Chꝛiſt, oꝛ as Julio de medicis. 

Arch, It is cleere that he did it as Uickar to Cqꝛiſt. 


Latt. Then J ſape if the Emperour would againſt all right 
and reaſon, deſpoile the Dukes of Millen of all his ſtate, what 


had 
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had the Pope to doe therewith , why would hee infermeddle in 
matters where he was not deſired, and in ſuch matters as ap- 
perteined no wayes to his office: why did he not rather take ex⸗ 
ample by Jeſus Chzilt to haue dooue the contrarie * who being 
deſired, that in treendlie ſoꝛte he would make Partition of an in⸗ 


heritance betweene two kinle nen, he would not goe , leauing an 


example to his followers not to entermedle in ſo baſe matters, 
And would you now haue his Uickar to intrude himſelke with an 
armed hand being not requeſted of them e where learne you that 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt appointed his Uickar a Judge betweene ſeculer 
Pzinces,how much leſle an Executioner oꝛ bꝛewer of war amon 

Chꝛiſtians ꝛ will you ſee how vnlike he is to be the Uicar of Chat 

that is a ſtirrer of wars, behold the fruites that proceed thereof, 
and ſee how contrarte they are, not onely to Chꝛiſlian doctrine, 
but euen to humane nature: to all other creatures God hath gt- 


uen weapons wherewith they might both defend themſelues and 


offend others: but man alone as a creature deſcended fro heauen, 
among whom there ſhould be all concoꝛd, as a thing that ſhould 
heere rep2eſent the image of God, he left him vnarmed, he meant 


not he ſhould make wars, he meant there ſhould de among men 
aàs great loue aud concozd, as there is among the Angels ofhea- 


uen:c᷑ yet notwithſtanding we are growne to lo great blindneſſe, 
that moꝛe bꝛute then the bꝛute creatures, moꝛe beaſts then the 


beats themſelues, we do murther one another: the beaſts do liue 


in peace, but we much wozle then beaſts do liue in wars, if we wil 


- make learche in all countries how men liue, in Chꝛiſtendome on⸗ 


lie which is but a coꝛner ol the woꝛld, vou ſhall find moꝛe warres 
then in all the woꝛld beſides. And pet are we not aſhamed to call 
our lelues Chriſtians, & fo2 the moſt part pe ſhall finde them the 
moſt inflamers of wars, that ought moſt to appeaſe them:theBi- 
ſhop of Rome was bound ſeeing he would be the vicar of Chaift 


Jelu,TheCardinals were bound ſecing they would be the pillers 


ofthe church: the biHops were bound being paſtoꝛs, to giue their 
lines fo) their ſheepe, euen as Chꝛiſt himſelf taught when he ſatd 
Bonus paſtor ponit Animam ſuam pro ou bus ſuis, but much moze 
the Pope and Cardinals, ſeeing their reuenues were giuen to 


theſe Pielates to that ende, that vſing their paſtozall office they 


might the better pꝛotect and pꝛelerue their people: but they foꝛ 


feare leaſt they ſhould looſe ſome little mite of their reputation 


put 
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put all Chziſtenwom,O gentill Charitie, do J giue thee money to 


2 5 me, and dooſt thou therewich gather Souldiers together 
to murther me, to robbe me, and to deſtroie me * where learne 
you that Jeſus Chaiſt commannded his followers to make 
warres,Read all the Euangeltcall doctrine, Read all the Apoſto⸗ 
like Epiſtles, vou ſhall ſinde nothing but peace, concoꝛd, vnitie, 


loue and charitie, when Jeſus Coꝛiſt was boꝛne, they entended 


no warres, but the very Angels ſoong Gloria in excelſis deo, in 


terra pax, hominibus bona voluntas, Þe gaue vs peace when he 


was bozne, and peace when he was crucified , how oftentimes 
did he admontſh and exhoꝛt his followers to this peace and cha⸗ 


ritie, and pet not contented wich this, he deſired of his kather, that 
bis ſhould be one among themſelues, euen as he and his Father 


were one, could he require a greater confo2mitte o2 vnttie : And 
yet furthermoꝛe, he required that choſe which followed bis doc⸗ 


trine, ſhould not make themſelues different from others in gar ⸗ 
ments, neither pet in their manner ok behauiour, neither yet in 
faſting noꝛ in any other externall matters, but onely i in woozkes 


ofcharitie, this being the pꝛincipall figure and meanes to knowe 
our faith, would you then haue the head thereof to walke ſo farre 
aſtraie: if ſeculer pꝛintes then make warres it is no maruell, ſee⸗ 


ing the Sheepe do but follow the Shepheard, if the head make 
warres the other members are fozced to warre alſo , Ok the 
Pope J cannot but maruell, that ſhould be a mirrour of al Chꝛi⸗ 


ſtian vertues, and a patterne wherevpon we ſhould all caſt our

But ſeeing wee 


doe knowe it to be moſt true, and that we doe lo much alone in 


the name of Chꝛiſtians, and diſdaine thoſe that be not: whie doe 


we not endeuoure to be Chꝛiſtians indeed: whie doe we liue in

fo2t as if there were neither Faith noꝛ Loue amongeſt vs? 

The P\tloſophers and ancient Sages being gentils diſpiſcd and 
contemned rttches, and would you haue the Mickar of Chyilt 
Jeſu make warres fo2 that which thoſe blind Pagans eſfeemed 
not. Nhat ſhal thoſe Nations ſay þ do know no moꝛe of Chꝛiſt 
Jeſus then that which they behold in his Wickar , but that thoſe 
Þ;iloſophers,who to attaine their true good which they had pla⸗ 
ted in vertue did deſpice theſe woꝛldlie thinges, were much bet- 
ter then Jeſus Chꝛiſt, when they ſee his Wickar bzuing and ſlir 
ring vp warres ko} thele thinges which they contemned , Behold 


here the honoꝛ done vnto him by them that maintain themſclues 


vppon his bloud , Dh bloud of Jelus Chzilt fo euill be thy Uic- 
kars imploied, which by thee gather theſe maſſes of money to 
murder men, to murder Chꝛiſtians, to diſtroy Cities, toranſack 


villages , ta diſhonour Uirgins, to make ſuch numbers of Mid- 


dowes and Ozphans, and to cauſe ſuch a multitude of miſchiefs, 
as warres dꝛue with it: A man might ſee in Lumbardie, pea in 
all Chꝛiſtendome, ſo great P2oſperitie, ſo many and ſo goodlie 
citties, ſuch ſtatelie buuding es in the Suburbes and Countrie, 
ſuth Gardens, ſuch pleaſures, and ſo great paſtimes: The La- 
bozers gathered their graines fo2 their Flockes , and manured 
their landes. The Cittizens, Gentlemen, and Nobilicie , enery 
mi in his degree empſoted kreelie their goods, thep emploied qui⸗ 


etly their inheritances, encreaſed their rents manie of them dil ⸗ 


tributed largelie among the pooꝛe: But after this accurſed wars 
began, how manie citties haue wee ſeene deſtroied, how manie 
houſes and places of pleaſure diſpeopled and razed, how manie 
vineyards and Oꝛchards ſpoiled and defaced, how many of the 
Nobilitie, Citizens, and Labozers falne into extream pouertie, 
how mante married women haue loft cheir hulbandes, how ma- 
ny Fathers and Mothers their deare childzen , how mante U:r- 
gins their virginitte, how mante wiues koꝛced in pꝛeſence of their 
luſbandes,how many Puſbandes murdꝛed tn pꝛeſence of their 


Miues, how many Nunns diſhonoꝛed, and what a ſlaughter and 


decay ofmen in Cʒiſtendome: and that woꝛſe is, what a num- 
ber of Soules lent to Hell: Aud doe wee winke at it as a matter 
of tefk? And pet this Uicker af Chziſt nat contented with all this, 
euen at this time when we werc in peace commeth to ſtir vs vp 


anew warre, euen at this time J lay when we haue the enemies

ding her naked, her head downwards, an other comes with an 


balber d, all aliue as ſhee wag tleeues her into two peeces: Oh 


crueltie, oh impietie , oh moſt execrable wicke dneſſe, what could 
that pooꝛe wenchhaue tommitted, oꝛ what had thoſe wiues great 


wmith child offended, that in pꝛeſence of their huſbandes had their 
bellies ripped open with their cruell lwoꝛds, and the infantes yet 


warm rofted on ſpits befoze the eies of the vnhappie mothcr, Dh 


woonderfull God that conſenteſt to cheſe thinges , Oh eares of 
Men that can endure to heare ſuch a thing, oh ſupꝛeame Biſhop

was Pꝛiloner. But that ſecret pꝛactiſe was diſcouered, and ſo 
cooke no effect. And pet could not all this ſo alienate the Empe⸗ 
rours minde, but that hee ſought by all honeſt and rcaſonable 
meanes to content the Pope , and to pꝛocure him to be a meane 
in that peace, which was intreatie betweene him and the King of 
Fraunce,and that he ſhould not hinder it, but he was neuer able 


to attaine it. Pet in the meane time was this peace concluded 


with Fraunce, but ſo ſoone as the Ring was let at liber tie, the 


Dope began to pꝛocure a new league with him ag ainſt the Em. 
C 3 per dur, 
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perour, hauinx receiued no occaſion in the woꝛld at his hands ſo 
ta doꝛ, and al this euen at that time, when the Turkes with a 
pulant Armie began to enter by the kingdome of Hungary, doe 
pau thinke that this was a good parte: The enemies were 
tome to our gates , and we brew warres within the houſe , Ye

Arch, But let vs ſee on the other ſide why the Emperour did 
not iuſtice to the Dake of Millan, foꝛ if he had comitted no fault, 
was it not good reaſon he ſhould reſtore his ſtate to him againe. 

Pes ſurely, and therefoe ſir, behold the Emperoz pla- 
ced Frauncis Sforſa in the ſtate of Millan, whereas he mighe

Ip and all Chziſtendome, he was content to beſtowe it on ſuch a 
man, at whoſe hands he neuer had receined any leruice.

tnfant Dor Hernando his kinſman, why did he not accept that 
which Bon Hugo di Aſoncadadid offer on the parte of the Em⸗ 
perour , who was content that the ſaid ſtate ſhould reſt in the 
power of the Treccros, till ſuchtime as the right of the Duke 
might be ſecne, and that if he were not in fault in thoſe matters 
he was charged, that then he ſhould be immediatly reſtozed, and 
the were found in fault, and that he ought to be depꝛiued, pet the 
Emperour pzomiled, that neither he would take it to himſelfe, 
no2 beſtowe it on the Inkant Den Hernando, but on the Duke of 
Burboune, who was one of thoſe that by the Pope himſelfe was 
firft ſet downe foꝛ it.

Let a Pꝛince do that he ought, and 
let the multitude pꝛate what they liſt: foꝛ ſo they iudged of Dauid 
becauſe he daunced befoze the Arke of the Teſtament, So they 
tudged of Jeſus Chzift, becauſe he died vppon the Croſſe, when 
they ſaid he ſaued others, but could not laue himfelf, euen fo they 
judged of the Apoſtles, becaule they pꝛeached Chnift Jeſus:euen 
ſo they iudge in theſe dates of thoſe which endeuo? to become 
true Chꝛiſtians indeed, diſpiſing the vanity of this wozlv,and fol⸗ 
low che right path of the truth, And who is there that can eſcape 
the falle iudgements of the common people: Rather wee ſhould 
thinke that verie good which of the multitude is condemned foꝛ 
bad, and contrariwiſe. But wil you know the truth? Mallice and 
craft they call iuduſtrie, Auarice and Ambicion they cal Pagna- 
nimitte, the ſtaunderous Backbiter a good Companion a vaine 
dill: inbling Liar they term a gallant Courtier- the ſubtle vecea · 
ner they call a wiſe man: and contrariwiſe a good and vertuous 
man is called ſimple. It any man in chꝛiſtian humiltty make [mal 
atconipt of this Moꝛldes vanitie, they ſay he is become a foole. 


Sucha one as foꝛ Gods ſake diſtributes his goods to the pooꝛe, 


they ſay is pꝛodigal. And ſich a one as by pꝛactiſes and deceipts 
wil not ſeek foꝛ honoꝛ and welth they ſay heis a man of no valure. 
and ſuch a one as. fo2 the loue of Chꝛiſt foꝛgeueth iniuries, they 
call a coward anda man of mal courage. Finallp conuerting ver⸗ 
cues into vices,and vices into vertues, the lewd and wicked they 
terme happy and foꝛtunate, and the good and vertuons poo? and 
vnhappie. And notwithſtanding all this they are not aſhamed to 


bplurpe the names of clyiſtians hauing no ſigne oꝛ marke thereof,

The Pope pawned tertaine 
Apoſtles, chat he had of Gold, and afterwards made an impoſiti⸗ 
on to be leuied by Buls, pro redem ptione Apoſtolorum. It 
is ſtraunge they were not aſhamed to commit chinge z ſo foule 
and pꝛeiudiciall to their owne dignitie. 

Latt. The very {ame ſay all they that come thence, and the 
ſame did J my lelfe know when I was there: But come you be⸗ 
ther: If your Sonnes? 

Arch. Ah fir ſpeake courteouſlie , 

Latt, Pardon mee, J remembzed not you were a Clarke, al- 
beit vee haue manie Clarkes that take no ſame to haue Chil- 
deen, but this ſpeech J onely vſe fo2 an example. 

Arch. Mell then, ſpeake on. 

Lace. Af your Sonncs ſhould happen to haue a verie vicious 
and bad Scholemaiſter, and that you did perceane that by bis vi⸗ 
crous and bad manners hee did infect them, what would you do? 

Arch. I would manie times admoniſh him that he ſhould a- 
mend, but if he would not do it, A would vſe my aucthozitie ouer 
him, and chaſtice him cently, that fo feare of ul he ſhould amend, 
if he would not fo2 the lone of good. 

Latt. Then behold heere God is Father to vs all, and hath 
delivered vs bnto the Pope as vnto our Scholemailer,to the 
end wee ſhould learne ol him, and of thoſe that are about him to 
line like Chꝛiſtians. But ſeeing the vices of that court ol Rome, 
were ſuch and ſo great, that they infected theſeCildz2eti of God, 
e that wee did not onely not learn of them the doctrine ofChyif, 
but rather a manner ot life moſt contrarie, God ſeeing that net- 
ther the Pꝛophets, the Cuangeliftes,no2 ſuch a number ok lear⸗ 
ned Doctoꝛs as haue wꝛitten in times paſt, repꝛouing vices, and 
pꝛaiſing vertues, could mone them that liued wickedly to amend 
and liue like Chꝛiſtians, he ſought out new means to dꝛaw them 
to do their duties. And beſides manie other verie good Maiſters 
and Preachers ſent vs in times paſt, hee hath ſent euen in theſe 
our daies that excellẽt Man Eraſmus Roterodamus, who with 
much eloquence, pꝛudence, and modeſtie, in manie of his wozkes, 
diſcouering the vices and deceipts ofthe Romans Court, and in 
generall of all the Perſons Eccleſiaſticall, a man would haue 
thought it had bin ynongh to haue mooued all ſuch as in that cal⸗ 
ling liued fo 88 to haue amended * very ſhame of thoſe 
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thinges were ſpoken of them. But when this would nothing p20: 
fice them, but that their wickedneſſe rather daily moze and moꝛe 
eacreaſed, God lought a new meane to conuert them, and there⸗ 
koꝛe permitted that Frier Martin Luther ts riſe vp, who ould 
not onely vtter lie ſhame them, declaring without any reſpect all 
their vices, but ſhould alſo dꝛaw a number of people from the o- 
be dience of theſe pꝛelatg, to the end Þ ſuch as would nat be moo- 
ued with ſhame might at leaſt fo2 coueteouſnes of their wozlblp 
wealth be refo2med, ſeeing how much pee ſhould loole by the re⸗ 
uolt of Almanie, oz fo2 ambition, ſeeing hom great a Seignoꝛie 
pee ſhould part withal if Almanie ſhould fall from your obe dice 
in ſoꝛt as pꝛeſently it doth, 

Arch. But that Fciar hath not onely ſpoken euil of vs but alſo 
of God in a thouſand hereſies that he hath written. 

Latc,Pou lay the truth, but if pour ſelues had not firſt amended 
that which with great reaſon he repzooued and not irritated him 
farther with your excommunications , perhaps hee never would 
haue bꝛoken out into thoſe hereſies, which afterwards he wote, 
nether ſhould pee haue had in Germanie ſo great a diſtruction of 
ſoules and bodies, as ſince by meanes therofhathhappened. 

Arch. Bit ſtay ſir, this could not be remedtcd without a coũcel 
gener al, æ they ſay it was not fit at that time to cal a countell, foꝛ 
that it had bin a manifeſt betr aying of all eccleſiaſtical perſons, 
ſo as it at þ time we ſhould haue called a gener al coũtel, we might 
baue gone al to p Þalpital,# the Pape too with vs foꝛ company, 

Latt. [how ſo:: | 
Arch. The whole ſtates of the Empire pꝛeſented certaine 
wꝛongs, which they ſaid they receaued of the apoſtolik Sea & of 
manp per ſũs eccleſiaſtical, in enery point they required redzes, 

Latt. And why then did you not redꝛeſſe chem? 
Arch. Ther about we went, but they alledged that ſeeing the 
rents ofthe church were giuen and appointed foꝛ relieke and ſuc- 
tour of the pooꝛe that they ſhould bee ſpent that way, and not in 
warres, noꝛ in vices, noꝛ in pꝛide as at this dap fo2 the moſt part 
they are. And then they farther deſired that the people end not 
the clergie ſhould haue the adminiſtration of them. And then they 
deſired that no diſpenſation ſhould be giuen fo2 money, alledging 
that aſwell the pooze were the Childzen of God as the ritch, and 
that giuing diſpenſations foz money, the Paoze who in reaſon 
1 ſhould 
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Gould be moſt pꝛiueledged were moſt oppzeſled, and the Ritch 
contrariwiſe moſt pꝛiueledged. 

Latt. And were not you in that as I haue often benc and ſtill 
am aſtoniſhed in ſuch ſoꝛt as J know not What to ſay, J ice on 
the one ſide that Chiſt pꝛaiſeth pouerty and inuiteth vs with his 
molt perfect example thereunto, but on the other ſide, J ſee wee 
can ſcarſly get any thing ok his Miniſters but foꝛ money, at Bap⸗ 
tiſme mon ex, at Biſhoping money, at Mariage money, at Holy 
Oꝛders money, fo2 Confeſſion money, foꝛ dilcharge of Excome 
munications money,no not Extreame Unction without money, 
they will ring no Bels without money, no Buriall in the Church 
without money, no hearing ol Maſſe in times of Inter diction 
without money: So that it ſeemeth by them, that Paradize is 
ſhut vp from them that haue no money. Then what meaneth 


this that the Ritche is buried in the Church and the pooꝛe in the 
Church pard. It Chꝛiſt had meant that his Church ſhould haue 


bin moꝛe partiall to the Ritch, then to the Pooꝛe, why doth hee 


councell vs to pouertie? The Ritch man may marrie with his 


neereſt kin, but the pooꝛe not ſo, albeit he be readie to die foꝛ loue 
ofher,TheRitch may eate fleſh tn Lent, but the pooze may not, 
albeit Fiſh perhaps be much dearer, The ritch man teadily get- 
teth large indulgences, but the pooze none, becauſe hee wanteth 
money to pay fo2 them. And of this manner pee ſhall finde an in⸗ 
finite number of other thinges: and you ſhall not want of them, 
that will alledge manic things to be done foz the ſeruice ol God 
as to found Churches and Monaſteries, to ſay many Paſles, & 
manie Trentals, and to buye many Tapers to burne vpon your 
Sepulture. Jeſus Chzift doth councell mee to diſpiſe and leaue 
all theſe woꝛldly thinges to follow him, and thou doſt councel me 
to ſecke them,Pou ſhould do me a verte great pleaſure to ſhew 
me the reaſon they can alledge fo2 it, foꝛ as God ſhall laue mee, 
J neither know, noꝛ can conceatte ante. 

Arch. In good faith pee are now climing a gaod Tree, but 
heare you % J neuer bꝛake my Bꝛaine about theſe matters that 
could peeld mee no pꝛolite. 

Latt. Now wel mought you thee J pꝛay God. 

Arch. Beſldes all this they ſaid, that when vnto the Clergie 
theſe liberties and Immunities were firſt giuen, which pet they 
hold, they were then pooze & imparted that they had with 2. — 

at 
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that were in want moꝛe then themſelues,but now they are much 
more ritch then their kounders, and that it ſeemed neither honcſf 
no2 reaſonable.that the pooꝛer ſoꝛt ofthe people ſhould be burde- 
ned with impolittons, when the Cleargie vpon whom they ſpent 


all ſhould be exempted , They ſaid alſo that they had ſo manx 
feaſts dayes to obſerue,that wozkemen and labourers receiued 


great pꝛeiudice thereby, and that by pzoofe it was ſeene, that men 
vpon thoſe daies did not exerciſe themſelues in ſuch matters as 
they ought, but in other matters mach wozſe , then vpon other 
daies, ſo that it were conuenient alſo to haue ſome moderation 
ok theſe holy dayes.

Latt, Yea but doe not you ſee that thoſe Saints haue much 
more cauſe to be offended with the vices and villanies committed 
vpon thole feſtiuall dayes , then if men did onely wozke fo their 
living. Surely ik men did truely ſerue God vpon theſe feſtiuall 
dapes, J would wiſh euerp day feſtiuall, but ſeeing this is not 


doone, J cannot hold it fl, that they were moderated, if a man 


play the dꝛunkard, oꝛ play all day at Boules o? at Dice, 02 wan⸗ 
der about women oꝛ other like villanies, we thinke we haue not 
bꝛoken the feaſt. But ik another foxced by extreame neceſlitie 
woꝛke to get his meate, pꝛeſently they ſay this is an heretike, A 
cannot ſkill of theſe ſeruices, it greeueth me to lee ritch men vp⸗ 
en theſe dayes to take all their pleaſures, and to laye the whole 
burthen on the vnhappy Artificers,labourers, and pooꝛe men. 

Arch, Fo? all this that you haue ſaid we make no great rec⸗ 
koning, we rather looke to that we ſhould loſe in acquitting anye

Latt. Mhie what ſhould pou loſe, 

Arch, Qur offerings,which are made much moze aboundant: 
ly on feſtiuall dates then vpon other. They lam alſo that there

haue pou married, whereby you map liue honeſtlye with pour 


lawfull wines, 

Arch, But doe not you ſee that if Clarkes ſhould marry, it 
would go ill with them,and that they ſhould lole much of theyꝛ 
authoꝛitie. 

Lact, And doe not you thinke it much wozſe , they ſhould be 
whozemongers , and thereby loſe moze of their authozitie, if N 
might ſee Clarkes line chaſtlp, and that they would admit none 
to that dignitie , but ſuch as were at leaſt 5 o. yeares of age, as 
God ſaue me J would thinke it better, they ſhould not marry. 
But among ſuch a number of young pꝛieſts that take oꝛders ra- 
ther fo2 couetouſneſle then koꝛ the loue of God, in whom pon lee 
no ligne of Chꝛiſtian modeſlie, were it not much better fo2 then 
to marrie. 

Arch, But do pou not ſee, that it Clarkes ſhould marry their 
childꝛen being not capable of inheritance, they ſhould eicher dye 
fo2 want, oꝛ muſt be foꝛced to become theeues, oꝛ their Fathers 
ſhould be compelled to rob the Church of her liuing, to beſtowe 
tc on their Sonnes ,whereby ſhould growe two great inconueni⸗

'Latt, Both theſe inconueniences may eaſily be remediev, if 
that pou of the Clergie would labour to imitate the pouertie of 
them, whole ſucceſſo2s you pꝛetend pour ſelues to bee, and that 
you would not be aſhamed fo bꝛing vp your childꝛen in ſome ho- 
neſt occupations , whereby they might get their liuing, and ſo 
ould they be allo much better brought vp e inſtructed in mat⸗ 
ters of faith , whereby ſhould enſue much good to the publique 
weale, and ſo God helpe me it is a thing me thinks your ſelues 
lhould deſite.

And beſides all this, if J lit not to keepe a 
wench ok mine owne, all the pꝛittie wenches in the woꝛld are ours 
oꝛ to ſpeake moꝛe frankely and plainely, vou keepe and mainte ine 
them, and we entop them. ; 

Latt. But what becomes then of your Soules. 

Arch. O let that alone, fo; God is mercitull, I make my mai⸗ 
ers and confeſſe me to God when J lie downe , and when J riſe 
againe. I take no mans goods, I owe no man any money, Jrob 
not by the high waies, J murther no man, J faſt all choſe dates 

that the Church commaundeth, there palleth not a daye that I 
bheere not maſſe,and doe pou not 'thinke that all this is inough to 
make a man a Chziſtian, as fo2 that other matter of women, to 
conclude we are men, and God is mercikull. 

Latt. Nou ſay truth, but ſurely beerin pou are much ielle then 
men, e I ftand in great doubt, whether God will be fo mercifull 
as to pardon ſo many knaueries,jf you perſeuere ſtill in them. 

Arch. Tell we will leaue thoſe matters when we are older. 

Latt. Nou doe well to ieſt with God, but how are you aſſured 
to liue till the mozrow, 

Arch, Be you not ſo ſuperſtitions, God hath par don inough 
in ſtoꝛe, and ſee what you doe, would you haue the conſtituti⸗ 
ons of Ip Churche bzoken , that hath continued fo manye 
peares : 


Latt. And whye not ? if ſoit bee tonuenient koꝛ the publique |

Arch. VeaJhauereadif. 

Latt, QAhy therefoze doe pou not yetobſerue it? 

Arch. J neuer ſet mp wit on that place. 

Latt. Then will J tell you, it was doon: to [atiſfte the ſuper⸗ 
ſition of the Jewes, albeit the Apoſtels knew it was not neceſla⸗ 
rie, and therefoze afterwards they derogated this conffitution, 
as a thing ſuperſtitious : and pet it is not to be thought foꝛ this, 
that the Councell did erre. Then after the ſame manner, what 
inconueniences ſhould it be, if that which the Church in one time 
foꝛ vꝛgent reſpects had oꝛdered, in an other ſhould be koꝛ reſpects 
moꝛe vꝛgent abzogated, And therefoze me thinkes the ſame con · 
ſtitution ſhould now allo be abꝛogated, and fo2 truth J know no 
reaſon to the contrarie, but onely that pour ſelfe alledgeth, it 
ſhould not be fo2 your owne benefit, 

Arch, Tell let vs leaue this now, | 

Latt. Now therefoꝛe do you not thinke that it ſhould be much 
better to redyelle thoſe thinges which you ſaye the Almanes did 
require,and to amend your lines, and ſeeing we do hono? you ſo 
much as the Miniſters of God, to be ſo indeed, and not to conti- 
nue in your har dnelle, and ſo not to be the occaſion of great mil- 
chiekes as hath thereby happened. N 

Arch. If the Almans deſire redzeſſe in thoſe matters . the 
Church may pꝛouide remedie when they ſee good. 

Latt. Mell you ſee , that foꝛ aſmuch as you would not giue 
kare to the honeſt repꝛehenſions ok Eraſmus, neither pet to the 
diſhoneſt rebukes ol Luther. God ſought out an other kinde ol 
meanes to connert you, and therfoze permitted thoſe Souldiers 
that lacked Rome with Don Hugo, and allo that the Colloneſi 
ſbould make that aſſault, where ot pour ſelfe now complaine: foꝛ 
ſeeing that all were now become ſhameleſle, and the behauiour 
and courſe of lite rhey all held, he ſought to make them doe that 
foz feare oflooling their liues, which fo feare of deſtroping — 
11 ** „ g 
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ſoules, they would not do. And God, ſeeing that there was no o- 
ther way left to deliuer his Childꝛen from per dition, he hach done 
with you euen as your (clfe laid you would haue done with the 
Scholemaiſter of the Childꝛen which (ould infect them with his 
vices, and wouldnot amen?, 
Arch. It map bee as you ſap, but what had the image com- 
mitted: what offences had þ Reliques done ꝛcꝛ the dignities, oꝛ Þ 
honeſt and good people which were alſo robbed and ill intreated. 
Latt. J pꝛay you repo2e me the matter euen as it paſled, ſee⸗ 


ing pou were there pꝛeſent and J will tell you the cauſe as 1 


thinke why God permitted euer ie of thoſe thinges that pee ſhall 
trulie recompt vnto me. 

Arch. Great reaſon pee haue ſurely in all this that vou haue 
ſaid, I ſhal with a verte good will do that you haue required: and 
heare whatſoeuer pou wil ſap with a much better. Hou are there⸗ 
foze to know that the Emperours Armie hauing lekt their Artil- 
lerie at Sena, which was but a ſmall quantitie, with the greateſt 
ſpeed that euer was heard of marched euen to Rome, and arri- 
ued there the fifth of May. „„ 

Latt. But what was the reaſon the Pope ſent not to require 
ſome communtcation. 

Arch, Nay the good Duke of Burbone ſent to deſire of the 
Pope that he would ſend ſome perſon with whom he might treat 
vpon his entrance into Rome: But the Pope relying vppon his 
new league that he had made, and the Armie ok the leaguers ha⸗ 
uing pꝛomiſed to come to his ſuccoꝛs hee would not enter into 
any manner of communication: And when the Armie knew this, 

the very next day in the moꝛning they reſolued to aſſault the Ci⸗ 
tie: And ſuch was our ill foꝛtune, that euen at the beginning and 
within the Towne one with an Yarquebnze happened to kill the 
good Duke of Burbone, whole death was the cauſe ok much ill. 

— t. Surely it euen bꝛeakes my hart to heare of ſo vnhappy 
a death. 

Arch. Dur ſinnes was the cauſe, fo2 ik he had liued there had 
not bin ſo much miſchiefe done. 

Latt. Now would to God you had not had thole faultes, but 
who euer heard that the ſinnes of a Citie ſhould cauſe their de; 
ſtruction that came to aſſaile them: 

Arch. In this matter it may bee wen Caid, for the Duke of

Burbone w 
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:Burbone tame not to conquere vs, but to defende bs from his 
owne armie, hee came not to ſacke vs, but to keepe vs that wee 
Hould not be ſacked, It is wee that had moſt cauſe to lament his 
death : foꝛ himſelfe there is no man but rather doth enuy him then 
pitie him, fo? he loft his life with the greateſt honoꝛ that euer did 
man, e by his death atteined that, which a number of great Cap⸗ 
tains were neuer able to atteine, ſo that the verie memoꝛte of him 

wilbe alwaies moſt honoꝛ able: oncly one thing greeueth me, that 
is, che peril ot his ſoule dying excommunicate, = 

Late. And why excommunicate? oh 

Arch. Becauſe hee entred with an armed hand into the territo- 
ries of the Church, and lought to allaile the holy citie of Rome, 
Latt, Do you know what one decree ſaith, to wit, that manie 
are excommunicate by the Pope, that are not excommunicate by 
God, neither doth the Pope entend,that he ſhould be ercommu⸗ 
nicat that remaineth within the terrritozies of the Church with 
intention to defend them, and in althat he can to pꝛouide that they 
ſhould not receaue any damage as this P2ince did. 

Arch, Pee ſap truth, neuertheleſſe his firſt motion was vo- 

luntarie. | 

Late, Of this your ſelfe befo2e verte wel declared the cauſe, fo2 
hee was bound to defend the kingdome of Maples, beetng by the 
Cmpero made his lieftenant gener all fo2 all Italie neither went 
he to polleſſe the landes of the Church, but to pꝛohibite the Pope 
that he ſhould not poſleſſe the landes c territoꝛies of the Empe⸗ 
_ and to bzing him to ſome vnitie and conco2d with his Ma⸗ 
ieſtie. 

Arch, Mell let that be ſo, but to returne to our purpoſe. The 
Emperoꝛs armie was ſo deſirous to enter Rome, ſome to robbe 
and ſpoile, others fo2 the extreame hatred they bare to that court 
of Rome, and ſome both fo2 the one and the other tauſe, that the 
Spantards and Jtalians on the one ſive by ſcale . And the Al⸗ 
manes on the other ſide by Pickaxes breaking downe the wall, 
entred by the Burge, on which ſive ſtands (as pou know) the 
Church of Saint Peeter and the holy Pallace. 

Latt. Pea and a great manie of verte good houſes of Cardt- 
nals. Of one thing J verte much maruell, that they within ha⸗ 
ning Artillerie, and thoſe without hauing none, how it was pollt- 


ble fo: them lo caſily to enter without the laughter, of an hun⸗ 
. ED dꝛed 
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dꝛed onely of themſelues. But of you how many were ſlaine? 


Arch. Dix you know how vncerteine repoꝛtes are alwaies in 


ſuch like matters. Some lap Sire thouland men, but in truth 


there died not vpon the entrie aboue four thouſand, for tmediat- 


ly they retired themlelues into the Cittie, and J tell you truth J 
ſhould haue deemed thts a verie great miracle, ik afterwarde J 
had not ſeene the lame ſouldiers haue done that they did, wher by 
I cannot beleeue that God would do ſo greata miracle foꝛ them. 
Latt. You are much deceaued, foz God dio not this miracle 
fo2 them, but to puniſh and coꝛrect you, 
Arch. Therein J belecue pou ſay the verie truth. 


Latt. J woonder after their Gener all was flaine, that they | 


wm not diſmaied (as commonly men are) and ſo did not leaue 
the light. 
Arch, So was it ſurely but the death ofthis Gener all tnfla- 
med them monꝛe and encreaſed their delire to enter the citie with 
greater furie then befoꝛe. 
Latt, Pee tell mee woonders. 
Arch, Surelp ſo it was, and this good duke of Burbone was 


ſo beleeued of all, that euerie man deſired himſelfe to die oz to re⸗ 


uenge the death of him. 

Lact. And therefoꝛe it was he me thinks that was cauſe of all 
that crueltie. 
Arch. It is moſt likely to be fo, 

Lat. Dy mighty God how meruelous art thou in al thy wozks, 
Ein eachperticular how wonderfully diſcouereſt thou thy power, 
thou determineſt that this good Duke ſhould bee killed, to the 
end that with the moꝛe rigoꝛ thy iuſtice ſhould bee executed: but 
let vs ſee where was the Pape all this while:

Whattalke pe of faſting daies thinke vou Souldiers 
make any difference betweene faſting dayes and Soundaies. O 
curſed generation, foꝛ to tell you the truthe me thought it was a

The good man 
when hee ſaw fo great an Ignominie, as was thereby done to 
our Sauiour Jelus Ch2ilt , concetued ſo great a griefe as hee 
tooke away that Image and bzuke it into peeces. The people 
ſo much were mooned with this act, that they would haue kil- 
lcd him, but S O D deliuered him out of theire handes . The 
Clergie of chat Churche beeing offended foꝛ theire rentes, that 
thereby they had loft, trayelled with the people to complaine to 
the Biſhop, thinking he would pꝛeſently ſend to burne the pooze 
viſitatoꝛ.
